He pointed to the case of a lady who| j, 
had bought a home, on Tax Title, 
and improyed it, Now the previous 
owner is suing to get his home back, 
and he stands good chance of 
getting |. In such a case, he 
fee to do is to pay the lady for 
the taxes she had paid, 
Many cases in the land court 
exist since 1925-30, says Mr. Wal- 
ters. It is important to the tax- 
payers that these cases be cleared 
up, because each dormant case 
means a greater burden on taxpay- 
ers. Not each of these cases will 
mean cash to the town, some of 
them will mean a Land Court de- 
cree, which will give the town clear 
title. 
These case will take a year ot 
18 months to clear up, said Mr. 
Walters, After this is done, then 
he will start a new reassessment on 
Wilmington property. 
The system that Mr. Walters 
plans to use is known as the Cam- 
bridge System, It is, based on the 
square feet of a home, each floor 
lered in turn. The type 
used, are multiplied by 
the square foot area, to get factors, 
The total units in a 
iplied by another factor 
the assessors will determine 
will give the valuation of the house 
For instance, said Mr. Walters, 
a house of 740 square feet, with 
& concrete cellar—concrete has a 
percentage of 60, gives us 440 
whereas the same cel 


has a pe 
vs 370 uni 
A one pipe furnace, with a 10% 
factor, would git 4 units to the 
house, whereas if the house haa 
steam heat, with a 25% factor 
there would be 135 units, Tiled 
hathrooms come to 500 nits, and 
tileboard bathrooms are 200 units. 
There are allowances for the type 
of siding to the house, and for the 
type of roofing. There are also al- 
lowances for the age of the house. 
and for the type of ground, location, 
etc. These, all combined will give a 
grand total of units, wich multi- 
plied by the cost per unit will find 
the valuation of the house. 

This system is now being used in 
several towns, said Mr, Walters. 
The Town of Wrentham uses it, 
and there the cost per unit is set 
at 30 cents. with the result that 
the valuation ispretty near the mar.

CLIFFORD GOOD SPEAKS 
TO BALDWIN ASSOCIATES 

Ori November 6th, Clifford Good, 
the Superintendent of Schools of 
Wilmington, was the guest of the 
Baldwin Associates, at their Club 
house, together with the various 
members of the School Committee. 
Mr, Good, was introduced by Tom 
Galvin, president of the PTA, spoke 
on the various problems of educa- 
tion, on a national scale, and on the 
local scene. 

High praise was given by Clif- 
ford Good to Stephen Bean, Su- 
perintendent Emeritus of the Wil- 
mington Schools. Wilmington’s tea- 
chers, said Mr, Good, are, on the 
whole excellent. 56% of them have 
college degrees, and 15% of them 
have more than one degree, which 
is above the medium for towns of 
this size in the Commonwealth. On 
the other hand, he continued, the 
number of pupils per student ratio 
isnot very good, Wilmington is 
about 42nd on a list of 50 in such a

He hoped that the School Board 
would be able to explain things in 
such a manner as to overcome these 
handicaps, Mr, Slater went on to 
discuss the matter of the lunch 
room at the Whitefield School, 
which Mr. Good promised to look 
into, 

There was quite discussion 
about district vs. centralized schools. 

Both the Superintendent and the 
Chairmen were of.the opinion that 
in the first few grades it is better 
to have district schools, 

Mr. Willis asked Mr, Blaisdell 
what he thought about the Platoon 
System, The answer was_a very 
short “N.G." said Mr, Blaisdell.

Theodore R_ Lockwood, Mayor 
of Newton, has been dra the 
attention of various town officials, 
city officials and newspapers to a 
bill which is at present in the Sen- 
ate of the State Legislature, having 
already passed through the House. 

In this bill, in a somewhat incon- 
spicious ‘clause, the transfer of 
$3,286,310 is to take place, from In- 
come Tax funds ‘to State General 
|Funds, in order to finance State 
appropriations for - Vocational’ ed- 
ucation. 

This action, according to Mr. 
Lockwood is a concealed State Tax, 
aimed at property owners. The 
State Income Tax Fund is return- 
ed to the cities and towns, in order 
to reduce real estate taxes. If this 
money is turned into other channels, 
the net result will be to increase the 
tax on real estate in every city ana 
jtown 50 cents per thousand valua- 
tion, says Mr. Lockwood.
